“Our income was slightly increased 
by the legislature last summer. It 
now stands at $92,500.00, exclusive of 
the $5,700.00 received from the 
Rockefeller foundation. It is self-evi- 
dent that the funds made available for 
the maintenance are quite inadequate 
to enable us to provide additional fa- 
cilities and equipment and acceptably 
serve so large a stude::t body. 
provisation has been carried to the 
highest degree possible. There is an 
imperative need for making substan- 
tirl repairs to the physical plant, in- 
creasing the numbeg of instructors 
and enlarging the scientific and tech- 
nical laboratories. It is manifest that 
these things cannot be accomplished 
without a marked increase in our 
maintenance fund. Unless this in- 
crease is received, it is obvious that 
the college must stand still or go back- 
ward. It only has the choice, under 
existing conditions, between stagna- 
tion arid vegetation.” 

This is an appeal that should ring 
not only in the ears, but in the 
hearts and consciences of every 
member of the Georgia assembly. 
This great institution is doing a 
marvelous service forthe state. 
Shall it “stand still ot go back- 
ward.” It must go forward!

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The spirit of popular thought—to

It might be called an “experiment,” 
but that would be doing injustice to 
the underlying, bed-rock principle of 
the Christian religion.

Often 
they destroy, or at least impaig real 
religion, and far too often do they 
destroy the usefuln@ss of the church. 

Creédism is too often carried to the 
extent of fanaticism. 

Some of the greatest crimes in 
world history have been committed on 
the altar of creedal bigotry. . 

The horrible story of the dark mid- 
dle ages—a starless night of a thou- 
sand years’ duration—was the result 
‘of intellectual serfdom, and of creedal 
dogmatism. 

The dawn came with the reforma- 
tion—and only when intellectual lib- 
erty supplanted creedal slavery. 

Today too many churches of the 
Protestant faith are more deeply em- 
bedded in politics than in Christian- 
ity. It is hurting Christianity. 

In New York city two great Bap- 
tist ministers are at each other's 
throats like wild beasts of a jungle. 
One of them is a native Georgian. It 


comes out of the modernist and funda: ; 


mentalist scrap. The Presbyterian 
church is having its factional rows. 
The Methodists are split in an in- 
excusable fight over the proposed uni- 
fication of the northern and southern 
branches. 

And yet the churches of all these 
faiths sing the praises of the same 
Jehova, and define one code of morai 
laws to follow. 

The Ten Commandments are set up 
by Baptists, Methodists, Presbyte- 
rians, Episcopalians and the sundrg 
other denominations that accept the 
Bible as the fundamental guide of 
life. 

No minister of any Protestant 
chureh will claim more than one path 
to heaven. 

No interpreter of the tenets of the 
Christian religion will differ in the 
fundamentals. 

The proper service of God to meet 
the requirements of the Christian re- 
ligion is prescribed for all churches 
alike. Then, as there is but one 
God and one goal for those who are 
earnestly desigous of so living as to 
inberit that goal, bequeathed by God 
to those who follow Him, why should 
there be so many creedal differences 
to cast a cloud of confusion and mys- 
tery across the one and only way? 

The Canadian movement is right; 
and the world will have to come to 
that view before the religion of Jesus 
Christ can have a fair chance in the 
world. ; 

We need to get-away from the very 
thought of religious intolerance—and 
some of the most pronounced is among 
the churches of Protestant faith. 

God speed the day for a broader 
spirit of intellectual and _ religious 
liberty !

The spirit of Camille Flam..rion 
has set out for the great Unknown of 
which he dreamt and on which he 


speculatell all his life. Gifted with 
an unusual creative imagination, this 
lovable old master, wrot. with a lucid- 
ity and transparency that was remin- 
iseent of Jules Verne. It has been 
charged that as o scientist he was 
not always dependable. That may be 
true. His imagination sometimes car- 
ried him beyond the realm of. pure 
reason. But at least he» was guided 
by a sound scientifi¢ principle when 
he announced: “We must study ev- 
erything, discuss everything, without 
prejudices.” And the grave warning: 
“The history of the sciences shows us 
a great number ofminent men, supe- 
rior spirits, who were stopped in the 
papth of progress by the idea that 
science had spoken her last word.’ 
Flammarion. was neither credulous 
nor incredulous. He only admitted 
that which had been proved. “It is 
quite natural,” he said once, “that 
official bodies should be conservative, 
but: we must ever press onward, de- 
spite the world’s opinion.” The last 
words of the last book which he wrote 
were: “I believe that the Unknown 
World is vaster and most important 
than the known. Yet this is only a 
belief.” - Perhaps he has even now 
discovered the truth of his assertion.

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Athens, Ga., June 11.—Educational 
facilities for boys and girls of Geor- 
gia can be obtained at a lower cost 
than prevails in mnay other southern 
states relative to agricultural schools, 
while there has leen noted a steady 
gain in enrollment, according to the 
18tn annual report of the State Col- 
leg of Agriculture, submitted to the 


board of trustees of the institution at 
their annual meeting here today by 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president. 

-“Tt is particularly gratifying to be 
able to report that we are still mak- 
ing substantial progress in the proper 
direction,” says the report. “Unless 
all signs of the times fail, several dis- 
tinct new movements are gradually 
taking shape in Georgia. These are, 
destined to affect the future welfare! 
of the state very materially. They | 
are being evidenced in various ways, 
but in none more clearly than through 
the development of a higher and bet- 
ter public consciousness and a more 
general interest and concern in all 
matters which relate to and affect the 
welfare of our educational institu- 
tions.” 

“This evidence, " said the report of 
Dr. Soule, “means that the hour for 
the inauguration of a great forward 
educational movement throughout the 
length and breadth of our common- 
wealth is at hand.”

PROSPEGTS FOR CROPS 
AN EUROPE PROMISING 


Rome, June 11—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Cereal crop prospects 
for Europe at the beginning of June 
were promising, the yield of wheat 
being expected to exceed that of last 
year and perhaps be above the aver- 
age, says a. bulletin issued today by 
the International Institute of Agrir 
culture. 

The crop forecast for the United 
States is not so favorable, being es- 
timated at 24 per cent less than in 


1924 for wheat and 16 per cent less 
than last year for rye and oats. It 
iss indicated the barley harvest will 
be 9 per cent more than in 1924. 

The decrease in production in the 
United States may be partly compen- 
sated by a good Canation harvest, 
which estimates made here say may 
be larger than in 1924, recent rains 
having benefitted the prairig prov- 
inces, 

In Germany, winter wheat varies 
from average to good, but was decid- 
edly better “than in early June, 1924. 

In Czecho-Slovakia, winter crops 
are in good condition but spring crops 
are below the average. 

In Poland, the first provisional 
estimate furnished the international 
institute shows an increase of 53 
per cent in winter wheat and 68 per 
cent in winter rye, as compared to 
1924. 

In Hungary, the weather has been 
generally favorable and the forecast 
for wheat, rye and barley crops is 
above the average, with an average 
harvest expected for oats. 

Rumania and Serbia report favor- 
able crop prospects, while Bulgaria 
expects an increased yield of more 
than 50 per cent. Russia expects an 
average harvest. 

Italy expects more than an average 
yield of cereals this year. Crop con- 
ditions in northern Spain are satis- 
factory, but drought in central and 
southern Spain has retarded the 
growth in cereals,

STRIKING COAL MINERS 


CAPTURE WHOLE TOWN 
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of a group of mines in the southern 
urea of the Cape Breton coal fields, 

Pickets of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America who had taken pos- 
session of the plant several days ago, 
retired to the baseball park where 
they were joined by hundreds of min- 
ers from collieries in the vicinity. In 
the meantime the force at the station 
proceeded to consolidate their  posi- 
tion by erecting’ barbed wire enteangle- 
ments. 

Defenders Desert Plant. 

The police entered the plant about 
4:50 o'clock in the morning. About 
noon a force of strikers estimated at 
~.000 marched from, the baseball park 
and surrounded the place, cutting off 
all communication with the outside. 
It was led by MaeNeil, a member of 
the United Mine Workers’ board for 
the district. The company’s mounted 
police, abont 45 in number, charged 
the crowd, hoping to disperse it, but 
the men were either unaccustomed to 
horses or insufficiently trained, and 
the charge was not pressed. As the 
horses lost their way in the crowd, 
swarms of strikers surro. ided them 
and began to drag the policemen to 
the ground. It was then that the 
shooting started. In 15 minutes the 
power station was in the hands of 
the miners and its defenders had fled. 

The mounted men were the center 
of a milling mob and some of them 
were able to retreat toward the town, 
wore they were -iven police rrotec- 
tion and lodged in jail. Of the 24 
rescued in this ~-anner, severa: were 
wounded, and all bore marks of bat- 
tle. Cu.uief of Police Dan Graham re- 
fused to allow the wounded men to be 
taken to the hosrite! in the fear that 
the latter buinung might be attacked, 
so they remained behind the bars of 
the jail. Several of t’.c horsemen who 
were unnble to reach the town were 
dragged from their mounts and beat- 
en. while others esrened to the woods.

The report that the production of 
motor cars and trucks in the United 
States during May totalled 404,300, 
according to preliminary estimates of 
the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, reveals a slight decline in 
automotive manufacturing activity. 
The May total was 4 per cent under 
421.878 cats and trucks, but at the 
same time was 33 per cent ahead of 
the May, 1924, output. Furthermore, 
the estimdtes show that the number 
of automobiles manufactured during 
the month just gone was greater than 
the output of any other month on 
record, April of this year alone ex- 
cepted. 

Trade authorities comment favor- 
ably rather than otherwise upon the 
slight recession in automobile produc- 
tive activity, pointing out that such 
a recession is clear indication that 
manufacturers are determined to keep 
their output geared well to sales and 
are not aiming to set new production 
records. Such reports as come from 
dealers throughout the country ap- 


became. discouraged. The improvement in 
the tone of prices was attended by a mod- 
erate increase in the volume of trading, al- 
thouch transactions still were measurably 
smaller than on recently active days.

I had six children but at ratier 
large distances between, so that till 
well on in vears I always had a child 
sitting beside me of that adorabie uge 
between three and 10 which is so 
irresistible. 

Our people took pride in us so it 
was our great object to look our very 
best. Thus we belonged to them, we 
were s0- -to-say their special property, 
their “royal family,” a sort of na- 
tional possession every one w tuted 10 
see, approve of or criticize according 
to how we pleased them or not.

President/Maggioni outlined. many 
of the activities of the association 
during the past year, among which 
was the appropriation of $100 to be 
awarded to the student of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia submitting the best 
article on “American: Ideals,” now in 
the hands of committee at the insti- 
tution, aud which student will be ge- 
lected at the coming commencement 
exercises 

“We have ascertained,” coatinued 
Mr. Magxioni “that the \state will 
probably be able within the next year 
or two, to commence the erection of 
a state tubercu’.c hospital at Alto, 
and. in line with the werk which we 
are doing. I aarnestly recommend that
